Gage Supported in Open Meeting

At yesterday's Open Mooting a malorlty of some one thousand students present voted 
for the reinstatement of Sandy Gage as Editor-in-Chief of the McGili Ddiiy. 



No action -is expected to be 
ta Icon until Tliuraday night's 
Council meeting. 

The Open Meeting was the se- 
cond in ten days, and the second 
which demanded a reversal of 
Council's decision to fire Gage. 

This time, however, there 
could be little doubt regarding 
the meeting's constitutionality. A 
motion was passed after a vote 
by all those in attendance. The 
doors of the Union Ballroom re- 
mained open for the 38 minutes 
that the meeting lasted. 

Unlil<c the last open meeting, 
the gathering was orderly, and 
spenlcers could be heard. The only 
interruptions come when state* 
ments were applauded or booed. 

Mofion to reinstate 

When the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting had been approved, 
the first speaker was Jaclt Done* 
gani, B.A.3. Donegani moved to 
'reinstate Sandy Gage immediat- 
ely'. The motion further stated : 
'that immcdiateiy be interpreted 
so that the Tuesday, November 
29th issue of the McGiil Daily be 
published under his editorship and 
that any further action on this 
issue be suspended until the re- 
port of the CUP Commission.' 

Lionel Chctwynd, BCL3, spoke 
against the motion, asking of the 
assembly "Arc you afraid of 
what the CUP Report will say V 
Chetwynd cauUoned the students 
not to "put pressure on the com- 
missioners" by passing any mo- 
tion in relation to Gage or the 
Daily. "Any of you who know the 
phrase sub judtce will understand 



what I mean," Chetwynd declar- 
ed. He then proposed an amend- 
ment that provided for tabling of 
the motion. 

Sub.Amen(iment 

Bill Lenihan, M.Sc.l, imme- 
diately moved a sub-amendment 
which deleted Chetwynd's amend- 
ment and asked for return to the 
original motion. 

George Radwanski, B.A.3, stat- 
ed that, in his opinion, "the best 
way to settle this is by refer- 
endu tn/L Rjchard Brecher, B.A.4, 
aske^Vtnef Students' Society to 
"get back to a neutral position" 
by reinstating Gage. 

It was finally moved that the 
question be . put, .j and .^the vote, 
first on the sul^-âmendnîent, then 
on the motion, was taken. In both 
cases about sixty percent of 
those present voted in favour, 
and the motion was declared to 
have carried. 

Council tb ' meet 

Students' Society President 
Jim McCoubrey stated after the' 
meeting that a meeting of Coun- 
cil has been called, and will take 
place on Thursday night. Regard- 
ing the possibility of reinstating 
Gage in time for hira.tO; produce 
this newspaper, the^President 
said he felt the decision of the 
Open Meeting should come before 
the whole Council, and not just 
the Executive Committee. 

McCoubrey stressed in his 
statement to the Daily that the 
Executive Committee should be 
used to make decisions normally 
reserved for Council only in 
emergency conditions. 



"There is urgency in this situa* 

tlon," McCoubrey said, "but since 
the Council Is readily available, 
I think it in everyone's best In* 
tcrest If Council discusses the 
issue in full." 

For that reason, McCoubrey 
added, interim editor Mark Pel* 
fer would be asked to continue 
at least until Council had reached 
a decision. ^ 

Internal Vice-President Ian 
McLean said he thought the 
meeting was very well run. "The 
feelings of the students were 
very clear to me", -he told the 
Daily. 

Gage questioned 

Ex-editor Gage was asked if 
he would accept reinstatement 
while thf CUP report was pend- 
ing. "Of course that would de- 
pend on the conditions of the 
reinstatement", he replied. 

When a number of students 
were questioned after the meet- 
ing, some expressed confusion. 
"I'm not sure I knew what I wa% 
voting for", said one. This view 
was not widespread, however. 
Many members of the voting 
audience were Jubilant. "This will 
show Council exactly what we 
mean to say", a smiling co-cd- 
told the Doily. 

Interim Editor Mark Feifcr 
held a meeting of his staff in 
the early afternoon and told 
(hem they would continue to 
work on the Daily until Council 
relieved them of their duties. 
"Our job is to put out the paper", 
he -said. "We intend to go on 
doing just that."

Tim Foley Is sufficiently re* 
covered to attend the delayed 
hearing this morning. 
The hearing, which will be 
closed to all visitors, beghis 
at 10 am in the Union Board* 
room. No further statement 
regarding the time of release 
for the CUP Report has been 
received. 
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We Couldn't Have Said It Better, Patrick 
The idea that today's open meeting can un- 
seat the Dail/ editor is based on serious niiscon- 
ceptions both about the powers vested in the Stu- 
dents' Society under the present constitution, and 
about the relationship of the Daily to the Students' 
Council and, ultimately, to the Students' Society. 

To the best of our knowledge, the only au- 
thority vested directly in the students is the right 
to amend by referendum the Students' Society 
constitution (Article VIII, 6). For while "the Stu- 
dents' Society is art association of students formed 
to exercise control of the student activities" (Art. 
II), "the governing authority of the Students' So- 
ciety" is "vested in the Students' Council" (art. 
VIII, 1). While the Society may, at its own or the 
president's discretion, ... hold - meetings , to ; discuss 
any ntotters of ' interest to itj the décisions' made at 
these meetings constitutionally are without au- 
thority. Certainly, any motions passed by the So- 



ciety will have a certain amount of Influence on 
the Students' Council. On the other hand, these, 
motions have absolutely no legal force. 

The Students' Society is a representative, not 
a direct democracy. This is eminently sensible. 
Three hundred students, a Students' Society quo- 
rum, represent 2.5 per cent of the student body. 
The Students' Council, elected by the whole of the 
Students' Society, represents the whole of the 
student body. This quorum of 300 should not, and 
in fact does not, hove the power to over-rule the 
.representatives of the students. On page 36 of the 
student Handbook it is said that "the Council is 
responsible to the students through bi-annual open 
meetings and référendums of the Students' Socie- 
ty". Constitutionally, this simply is not so. Who-' 
ever wrote this interpretive analysis of the consti- 
tution had not read it very closely. 

The second area of confusion involves the 
question of who, precisely, is responsible for the 



Doily. The governing authority of the Students' 
Society Is vested In Council. Even more explicity, 
"The Students' Council shall be responsible for 
the management and control of the McGill Doily 
through the Editor-in-Chief" (Art. VIII, 6). Oppo- 
nents of the editor — or of any other chairman of 
a campus activity — hove every right to discuss 
their grievances at an open meeting, but the meet- 
ing has no constitutional right to alter his status.' 
And while motions passed by the Students' So- 
ciety will receive the attention of the Students' 
Council, we consider that Council's acceptance of 
our statement of policy less than two weeks ago 
Indicates that they ore riot at present ready to 
replace us. In an editorial October 28 we sug- 
gested that a vote against the Editor at an Open 
Meeting would constitute a vote of non-confidence 
in the Council which so recently expressed sup- 
port for him, "and might conceivably result in 
Council's resignation. Our position is unchanged. 
We consider that we hold our mandate from Coun- 
cil and from no one else, and we intend to conti- 
nue putting out a paper until Council asks us to 
stop. Therefore we will not attend today's meet- 
ing. We will not support its pretentions to legiti- 
macy by defending our policies before it. The 
only Daily representative at the meeting will be 
a reporten 

Council's position with respect to the meeting 
is quite different. For while nothing written in the 
constitution makes the SC responsive to the. wishes 
of the student body as expressed at an Open Meet- 
ing, In precederil the SC always has been. An 
analogous situation occurred at Sir George lost 
Wednesday, when a Students' Society vote against 
entering UGEQ would have forced Council's resign. .

Dear Sir : 

It appears that our new Daily 
has acquired a talented and ana- 
lytic assortment of editorial writ- 
era. Their effort in the Friday 
edition was reminiscent of the 
half-baked attempts at editor- 
ializing that the Gage group 
specialised in, except, that now 
Mr. ' Feifer and associates are 
using a new brand of acid - in 
which to dip. their pens. 

I an willincr to contend that 
the person responsible for Fri- 
day's editorial has no more 
knowledge of the present status 
of political or social thought in 
West Germaiiy than that which 
he gets from reading his morning 
newspaper. His sole purpose is 
to rekindle the fear which we all 
have about extreme racism and 
its outcome, not to enlighten or 
give an informed analysis of a 
complex situation. 

He chooses to ignore com- 
pletely certain vital facts. 

The youth of modem Germany 
have little or no interest in pa- 
triotic table thumping, military 
posturing or beer hall oratory 
against Jews or any other mi- 
nority.. The large majority of 
middle class citizens who make 
up most of the population still 
all too vividly remembeiri^the re- 
sults of the last exercise at na- 
tionalism and, like their children, 
are more interested in solid go- 
vernment and the freedom to live 
successfully in the midst of eco- 
nomic prosperity. They are,, 
indeed, much closer in their social 
and political outlook to the ave- 
rage Canadian family than one 
might expect. The West Germans 
of today travel much more than 
they over have, especially to the 
other countries in Europe. As 
such, they arc in large part a 
supra-national, . Common-market 



oriented people, rather than the 
embittered, depression-ridden po- 
pulace that embraced Nazism in 
the 1030's. 

From a military point of view, 
the situation in modem Europe 
ia such, that with multi-megaton- 
ned armies stationed' at either 
side of their country, the West 
Germans are unlikely to try any- 
thing that might even remotely 
upset the delicate balance of 
power. The presence of the 42 
Soviet divisions in East Germany 
and the western frontier of the 
U.S.S.R. will make certain of 
that. Economically, West Germa- 
ny is in large measure dependent 
on foreign investment, especially 
by the United States. The number 
of subsidiaries of American com- 
panies.^:^ West :.^ermany rivals 
the^umbér^in'Cân^^ they, 
no doubt, èxert a considerable in- 
fluence on the general direction 
of government policy. 

The list of examples could be 
much longer, but eveii these few 
examples sufficiently show, that 
one would have to scrape Very 
low in the barrel to come up 
with parallels between present 
day Germany and the Germany of 
the late 1920*8 and SO'a. 

Politically, there arc important 
considerations as well. Kurt 
Georg Kicsinger was chosen abo- 
ve the other candidates for chan- 
cellor . because he repirèsèntëd 
closer ties with GaulHst France 
and a non-nuclear stance for 
Germany. His Nazi past was 
and is his , major obstacle to 
complete acceptance by his party, 
not his major attribute as you 
would like to suggest It turns 
out that Mr. Kiestnger was not 
a concentration camp overseer or 
top aid to uncle Adolph as the 
scare headlines imply, but rather 
a minor party functionary in the 
ministry of information who be- 
came disillusioned early in the 
gamejbj^tS^concept of the "big 



lie'V^TIiie^same Mr. Kicsinger is 
now atËémpting to form a "grand 
coalition" with the avowedly 



anti-Nazi and left oriented Social 
Democrats and his main obstacle 
again appears to I» his former 
Nazi affiliations. 

Another fact that must be con- 
sidered ia the political system 
existing in West Germany. Al- 
though a party like the NaUonal 
Democratic Party, which claimn 
to be right wing but states em- 
phatically that it is not neo-Nazi, 
obtains only, 7% of the popular 
vote, it automatically receives a 
share of the seats available in- 
the house. If in Quebec, a mi- 
nority party like the Ralliement 
National or the RIN receives 7% 
of the vote, it may still not havo 
sufficiently concentrated support 
in one region to win a single seat 
in the provincial legislature. 

In any ease, no one is trying 
to whitewash Kurt Georg Kio- 
singer or explain away the gains 
made by the NPD aa the results 
of a g r 0 u p of malcontents. 
Thiey^^ara/' bowem to un- 

derstand^ th'e'^p^enomraa of the 
resurgence of the right and un- 
derstanding a problem' is a step 
the right way." \. 

Yet, the editorial on Friday 
made no attempt at understand- 
ing or at the analysis of a com- 
plex situation. Instead, it. pander- 
ed . openly to an emotional ap- 
proach which might be compre- 
hensible when seen in the context 
of : McGill'a ethnic ; composition, 
but which i8~ certainly not jus- 
tifiable or honest. As. far as in- 
telligent editorial writing goes, 
Friday's effort was a pretty poor 
show.
